like to carry the subject a little 
further. First, I would like to say 
that I think our paper is doing an 
excellent .job of giving the obit 
uaries. After all, it's the first and 
last time a good many people will 
ever get their name in the paper 
and to have it in bold type as it is 
in an obituary is something. 


"I think our paper is wise in 


not eulogizing those who have de- 
parted this life. If you say too 
many nice things about our de- 
parted friends some one is sure 
to pipe up with some shadey 
things they have done.

I have conducted funerals with 


all the undertakers of Dixon and I 
think they are mighty fine peo- 
ple. 
They not only prepare the 


body for burial but they make it 
look nice. They are courteous, kind 
and sympathetic and yet I have 
heard people criticize their work. 


"The conducting of funerals 


has changed a good deal in my 
lifetime. When I was young the 
funeral sermon would be an hour 
long and the preacher used the 
opportunity to round up all the 
Dinners he was not accustomed 
to preaching- to. In those days 
there was always a few women 
in every community who seemed 
to feel a personal responsibility 
toward the mourners of their sex, 
and they carried camphor bot- 
tles on such occasions. They kept 
a close tab on the mourners and 
If some one began looking pale 
the place soon took on the odor 
of a camphor laboratory. To go 
through a funeral service with- 
out a display of camphor bottles' 
would have been an indication of 
a lack of love and devotion for 
the departed.* * * 
"I have conducted funerals for 


the rich and poor, young and old, 
criminals and suicides, saint and 
sinner, and the preacher is on the 
spot. On the one hand is a be- 
reaved family regardless of how 
the deceased lived and they need 
sympathy, understanding, comfort 
and love. 


"On the other hand there may 


be a divided group, some who see 
the good in folks rather than the 
bad, and they want to show their 
love, concern and respect to the be- 
reaved family. There may be a few 
who are inclined to magnify the 
mistakes of everybody and they 
sit as a judge and if the preacher 
gets the deceased 
through the 


pearly gates they assume they can 
make the grade.

"I have always contended that 


all should have a respectable fu- 
neral service regardless of their 
status in life or their religious af- 
filiation, leaving all that may be 
beyond this life to the great judge 
of the universe. 


"I heard of a preacher who 


was at a loss to know what to 
say about a farmer who died and 
he staled that he was a hard 
worker, a good judge of live- 
stock and a good Democrat.

"I think we should attempt to 


keep our funeral service and all 
that is connected with it Christian 
and guard against pagan practices. 
This may bring up the question of 
pomp and display. There may be 
a lavish presentation of beautiful 
flowers and this may depend a 
great' deal upon the good influ- 
ence the deceased has made upon 
the community, their popularity, 
their high standing in organizations 
or civic society, so most of us are 
already doomed for a large array 
of flowers. 


"Some have felt the large sums 


of money spent for flowers could 
be used for a better cause and for 
a more lasting good and so it has 
become popular to give money for 
oanie memorial fund 
which Ms 


usually implemented by the church 
having the funeral. 


"As commendable as this may 


be I think there are some unfair 
practice. This given the church 
an opportunity to tnke advantage 
of the friends of thn deceased, 
nnd out of bcrravompnf, sorrow 
and sympathy large 
Minis are 


given and the churrh is taking 
advantage of this situation. Now 
here, again the most of us may 
not have much given to our hon- 
or for a memorial fund. 
"My advice would be—give all 


a Christian funeral service without 
prejudice to race, creed' or color. 
M"»y we nil so live that when we 
depart this life we may hear the 
good judge say 'well done.' "

U.S. Science Cracks Polio Vaccine Mystery 
Search for 
Preventive 
Nearing Goal 


Only Actual Tests 
On Humans Remain 
In 3-Year Battle

NEW 
YORK—UP)—Scien 


tists now have a 
vaccine 


which they have good reason 
to beh'eve will protect humans 
against 
polio, 
ending 
the 


dread scourge of a crippling 
and killing virus. 


The proof of the pudding will 


come through^tests on many chil- 
dren, probably to be run this year. 


This is the main substance of a 


report Monday night by Dr. Harry 
M. Weaver, research director of 
the National' Foundation for Infan 
tile Paralysis. 


This vaccine is one payoff of 18 


million dollars devoted to research 
by the March of Dimes funds since 
1938. It looks like the best practical 
answer yet to the challenge of 
polio. 


It has stimulated a few humans, 


and many monkeys and chimpan- 
zees, to make their own antibodies 
of disease-fighters against all three 
types of polio virus. The monkeys, 
in fact, went scot-free even when 
given lethal doses of polio virus 
after the vaccination. • 


The acid test for this vaccine 


still lies ahead—the test of thou- 
sands of children. Even if it works 
the vaccine will not be generally 
available this year. 


•It is~ccrtain thai "this vaccine is 


safe, that it can't cause polio. It 
is.made out of viruses killed by 
chemical treatment, with formalin 
or formaldehyde. 


It is also certain that the vaccine 


could protect against all three 
types of viruses that can cause 
human polio. It took three solid 
years of work, costing $1,370,000, to 
learn that there are only three 
such viruses—named the Brun- 
hilde, Lansing and Leon strains— 
which are dangerous. This vaccine 
contains all three types. ' 


Viruses in this vaccine, although 


killed by chemicals, still keep the 
power to make a human produce 
antibodies against polio viruses. 


Dr. Weaver stressed that success 


in producing this vaccine carne 
from work ot many scientists, put- 
ting together pieces of a tremen- 
dous jigsaw puzzle. 


Several other methods of making 


or using vaccines—some employ- 
ing live but weakened virus—will 
still be studied, he said. 


The search 
will continue for 


drugs which may combat polio. . 
- The foundation, meanwhile, will 
help to stockpile and use a tem- 
porary polio-fighter. This is gam- 
ma globulin, a protein in blood that 
carries antibodies against polio. 


Dramatic tests last s u m m e r 


proved that shots of gamma glo- 
bulin can give temporary protec- 
tion—about six weeks—a g a i n s t 
polio paralysis. 


Antibodies given through gamma 


globulin soon disappear. Those 
made from getting a vaccine would 
last much longer. Time will tell 
whether this vaccine is really the 
final answer to polio.. If it works 
as hoped, polio will have'lost its 
sting.

PSC Installs 83-Ton Steam Drum 
Giant Tube. 
Part of New 
Power Unit 


A steam drum weighing 83 


tons recently was hoisted 
from a railroad car to its per- 
manent location at the top of 
the boiler of the new 60,000 
kilowatt turbo-generator unit 
being installed at the Public 
Service Company of Northern 
Illinois' generating station 
here. 
, 


The drum is suspended from the 


girders of the station about 76 feet 
above the grade floor. It is ap- 
proximately 49 feet long and 6 feet 
in dameter, and is made of carbon 
steel with 
walls 41/16 
inches 


thick. 


The drum and the boiler now be- 


ing constructed beneath it will pro- 
duce 600,000 pounds of steam per 
hour at 1,325 pounds pressure and 
955 degrees Fahrenheit—sufficient 
to drive the new unit when it Is 
placed into service late this sum- 
mer. 


This main steam drum, the larg- 


est single piece of the boiler, re- 
ceives the water entering the boil- 
er, acts as a water and steam re- 
servoir and contains the moisture 
eliminators, which dry the steam 
before it leaves the boiler to enter 
the superheater on its way to the 
turbine to be converted into elec- 
trical energy. 


Completion of the new unit will 


expand the station's generating 
capacity to 125,500 kilowatts — 
enough electricity to serve a city 
of more than 250,000 people. 


Ike Issues His 
First Order 
As President 


WASHINGTON — (R~ President 


Eisenhower issued his first execu- 
tive order today. It gives official 
status to a three-man committee 
studying ways to streamline the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment. 


The committee was instructed to 


find ways "to promote economy 
and efficiency" in the executive 
agencies. 


Still bothered by a slight cold, 


Eisenhower stayed in his room at 
the White House today, but aides 
said he was up early working on 
his State of the Union message, to 
be delivered to Congress Monday. 


The committee studying methods 


of streamling the executive branch 
has been in existence unofficially 
since Nov. 30. Today's order puts 
it on an official basis and instructs 
it to report back to the President 
within a year. 


Nelson A. Rockefeller, former 


assistant secretary of state, is 
chairman of the committee. 


The other members are Arthur 


S. Fleming, president of Ohio Wes- 
leyan University and former chair- 
man of the Manpower Policy Com- 
mission, and Milton S. Eisenhower, 
president 
of Pennsylvania State 


College and a brother of the Presi- 
dent.

William Remington Again Found Guilty; 
Convicted of Perjury Concerning Reds 


NEW YORK —(^ — Wil- 


liam W. Remington, 35, for- 
mer government economist, 
was convicted today of per- 
jury in denying he ever gave 
secret government data to 
Elizabeth Bentley for relay to 
Russia. 


He also was convicted on a sec- 


ond perjury count for falsely de- 
nying knowledge of the existence 
of a> unit of the Young Communist 
League at Dartmouth College when 
he was a student there in the 
1930s. 


Shaky at Verdict 


Remington was shaky on his feet 


after the verdict . Before it was 
announced, he sat pale and ner- 
vous at the defense counsel table, 
fidgeting and aimlessly picking at 
the leaves of a pocket dictionary. 


He could be sentenced up to 10 


years in prison and $4,000 in fines 
on the two counts. This would be 
twice the penalty he drew on a 
previous conviction—which he got 
reversed on appeal. 


The Federal Court jury's ver- 


dict—announced at 3:30 a. m.— 
left further charges hanging over 
his -head. 


The jury 
acquitted the hand- 


some onetime 51,000-a-year De- 
partment of Commerce employe 
on one count of a five-count 
in- 


dictment. This charged him with 
falsely denying he ever recruited 
any one into the Communist party. 


On two other counts the jury of 


11 men and one woman reported 
it was unable to agree. 
These 


involved his denials that he ever 
attended Communist party meet- 
ings at Nashville, Tenn.. when he 
was employed by the 
Tennessee 


Valley Authority, or that he ever 
paid Communist party dues.

Guilty Verdict 


He was found guilty then of per- 


jury in denying before a federal 
grnnd jury that he ever had be- 
longed to the Communist party. 
The'conviction was upset on appeal 
on the ground that the first trial 
judge, Gregory K. Noonan, 
was 


vague in instructing the I rial jury 
on what 
constituted Communist 


party membership. 


The defense contended at both 


trials that Remington gave War 
Production Board data mistakenly 
and innocently to Miss Bentley. He 
testified he thought she wanted the 
information for a book or maga- 
zine, which he said he believed 
would enhance his reputation and 
that of the War Production Board. 


No date for sentencing Reming- 


ton was set today. Remington 
was continued free in $7,000 bail.

"An unusual flight characteris- 


tic was a slow fluttering motion. 


It rocked back and forth at ap- 
proximately 40 degree banks «t 
approximately one second inter- 
vals throughout its course." 


When it pulled away, "it did so 


more sharply than a. plane could 
have done.

was always clear and precise."

LOUISVILLE, Ky. UB-- A two- 


seated tractor may be the an- 
swer for, Kentucky's bankers. 
Then they could ride beside the 
man that grows the cropr.. That 
is how close they are trying to 
'getJto'the farm situation. 


So unusual is the agricultural 


program of the Kentucky Bank- 
ers Association that other state 
associations 
are turning from 


watching it to adopting it. 


Its purpose is '.o educate the 


banker to the needs of the 
farmer, even K it involves get- 
ting a little hayseed in the 
financier's ears. 


To accomplish its aims, the as- 


sociation became the first in the 
country to hire a full-time agri- 
cultural representative to work 
the year atound on farm im- 
provement. That was done fivj 
years ago. 


The'job now is held by William 


C. Jonnstone, an agronomist at 
the University t>f Kentucky for 
29 years. 


Popularity of the program 


was reflected by the attendance 
at nine meetings across the 
state last fall. 
Bankers and farmers got to- 


gether at chosen farms to discuss 
rural problems—from fertilizer 


to finances. The bankers talked 
about • soil 
conservation, 
the 


values of good pasture, the dis- 
eases of tobacco and other prob- 
lems. They got better acquainted 
with the farmers, too. 


Johns tone explaines the pro- 


gram as having three objectives: 


1. To -help increase the farm 


income of the state. 


2. To aid bankers to serve 


more efficiently agriculture's 
money needs. 
3. To educate farmers to' the 


essentials of sound banking and 
rural credit. 


"Practically all the agricultur- 


al-activities of the rural banks, 


as well as those of the associa- 
tion, fit into one or more of these 
categories," Johnstone says. 
"Often the activities are over- 
lapping." 


The activities include field 


days and recognition meetings, 
agriculture credit clinics, bank- 
er-farm management meetings 
and a monthly newspaper col- 
umn, distributed by the associ- 
ation, called "Farm Facts for 
Kentucky Folks." 
Added to these this year will be 


a forestry meeting to analyze 
problems connected wuh full use 
of timber lands.

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Labor Unions' Cause Suffers Under 


Wildly Vocal Leaders 


There is a school of labor leaders which deliberately 


practices vocal irresponsibility as a tactic of industrial war- 
fare. The belief is that the wild charge is good propaganda 
ammunition, that it increases pressure on employers, and 
therefore heightens union bargaining power. 


Sometimes this may be so. But the question arises: Is 


the possible gain to workers not offset by harm to the integ- 
rity of union leadership, and by the broad encouragement 
of irresponsibility among the union rank and file? 


Look, for instance, at the widespread Philadelphia trans- 


port strike. Michael J. Quill, international head of the trans- 
port workers' union, labeled it a "crime against the local's 
membership and the riding public," and the work of a "howl- 
ing mob."

Apparently Quill correctly ascribed the strike to a highly 


vocal minority. But he seems to miss the real point of this 
rebellion by a fourth of the local membership. 


It is this: If you indulge in irresponsible verbal explo- 


sions, as Quill does, and if you act irresponsibly, as Quill oc- 
casionally has done, then you naturally are going to find nu- 
merous imitators among your following. 


In other words, he is reaping the harvest he himself has 


sown. There is no little irony in the picture of the ranting 
union boss decrying the howling mob. 


He may be thoroughly sincere in deploring the Philadel- 


phia strike, but that is beside the issue. The lesson for him 
here is not just that a union minority may now and then kick 
over the traces; it is that the rank and file of unions are 
more likely to behave wildly when their leaders talk and act 
wildly.

The Philadelphia incident suggests these practices have 


gone far enough. And the way to reverse the trend is for 
Quill and others of the wild-shouting school to simmer down 
and conduct their labor affairs like responsible men. 


If they set a decent example, their membership will copy 


it, and the public 'appraisal of labor union disputes^ .now so 
badly confused by cross currents of propaganda,,, will be 
vastly aided.

It seems doubtful indeed that in such a sane atmosphere 


the union cause will suffer more than it does today from 
its free-wheeling propagandists. 


Good Player Will Break the Rule

Every experienced bridge player 


has heard the rule "Lead up to 
weakness" but only a very fine 
player knows when to break the 
rule. In today's hand, Leo J. See- 
wald, president of the Minnesota 
Unit of the American Contract 
Bridge League, properly broke the 
rule in a practice session for the 
big winter tournament scheduled 
to be held in St. Paul Feb. 6-8. 


West opened the five of clubs, 


and Seewald, who sat East, won 
with the ace. When South dropped 
the king, East did a little careful 
planning. 


Obviously there was going to be 


only one club trick for the defend- 
ers. Three additional tricks were 
needed to set four spades—and it 
was hard to see where those three 
tricks were going to come from. 


If West had two defensive tricks, 


well and good. But there was a 
way to set the contract if West 
had only one defensive trick—pro- 
vided he also held the queen of 
hearts. So Seewald returned the 
five of hearts right up to dummy's 
strength! 


Declarer played the seven of 


hearts. West put up the queen, and 
dummy won with the king. South's 
best chance was the trump finesse, 
but that lost to West's king. 


This was West's only defensive 


trick, but he was now in position 
to lead a heart through the dum- 
my. This made it possible for See- 
wald to win both the ace and the 
ten of hearts, setting the contract. 


Seewald 
hadn't 
known, of 


course, whether his partner held 
a trump trick, the ace of diamonds, 
or both. He just knew that .1 heart 
lead at the second trick could not 
cost anything and might well be 
the only way to set the game con- 
tract.

President Elsenhower said: "We have a right to the reward of 


our own toil."

The people of the United States have absolutely no right to any 


portion of the reward of their own toil. That is a terrible thing 
to have to say. But no man can deny a word of it. 


Our right to the reward of our own toil was absolutely revoked by 


the Sixteenth Amendment, the income tax amendment. A few wise 
objectors of the day said, "Wait a minute, let us 
put a ceiling on this income tax because otherwise 
we surrender to Congress the right to^ take every 
last dollar of all the earnings of all the people and 
all industry and even the churches. Congress can 
take it all." 


But the advocates of the income tax said the 


time would never come when Congress would take 
more than ten per cent of any person's income. 
So they refused to put any limitation into the pro- 
posed amendment. The barefoot and blue-jcaned 
states acclaimed it because it would make the city

When Ike said, "We have a right to the reward of our own toil" 


he showed a blank ignorance of one of the worst facts of life in our 
distorted republic today. As a matter of right we have no claim on 
a single five cent piece of our earnings for the entire year. Any year. 
Congress lets^us keep a little of it. but not as a matter of. right. That 
is generosity by Congress toward the people. 


This amendment changed the 


fundamental relationship between 
the people and Congress. Origi 
nally, the people were sovereign 
and Congress was our represents 
live and servant. 
But when that 


simple little passage was slippec 
into the Constitution, Congress be 
cnme the master «nd it as beer 
a pathetic absurdity ever since to 
speak of ours^as a government "of 
the people by the people." Since 
Roosevelt's war it has been equal 
Ij silly to speak of ours as a gov 
ernment "for" the people, if you 
mean by that only the people o: 
the United States. 


In the days before the 16th 


Congress had to raise money by 
little taxes. But since then, Con 
gress decides arbitrarily and ex 
travagantly to spend billions and 
then takes it away from us with 
a threat of prison for concealment 
of income or "fraudulent" state 
ments. No other duty of citizen 
ship is supported by such fear 
some power. Al Capone got 11 
years in prison for not reporting 
income. 
True, he was reputet 


to b'e guilty of a lot of murders 
and other crimes, but we didn' 
even try him for those other 
thinga. We tried him for deceit in 
his tax returns and not only sen 
him to prison for 11 years bu 
made him spend most of the time 
on Alcatraz which is about to be 
abandoned because, for one rea 
son, the regime and the situation 
represent vindictive cruelty. 


It should not be necessay to 


argue the obvious fact that a peo 
pie who have abandoned all righ 
to the fruit of their toil have sur 
rendered themselves into slavery 
And slavery is not a governmeni 
of the people. If there is any com 
fort In the fact that the people 
elect Congress it etill does not af- 
fect the fact that we are slaves of 
Congress. 


When we speak of ours as a 


government "for" the people, we 
have to include many people of 
Europe and other parts of the 
world. Our government takes the 
rewards of our toll from us, un 
der threat of prison for monkey- 
business, and spends it all over the 
globe, except in Russia, and the 
lesser iron-curtain countries. 


What can anyone say for the 


proposition that we should be 
willing to toil 
and give up the 


"reward" of that toil so that the 
people of Franc?, for example, 
may go untaxed or, anyway, go 
free of income-tax? We may go 
to prison for trying to evade pay- 
ment of taxes for the comfort and 
support of Frenchmen. 


I think it would have been bet- 


ter for General Eisenhower's un- 
derstanding if he had not taken 
the benefit of a technicality in the 
tax on the profits from his war 
memoirs. This book brought him 
about half a million dollars. He 
was allowed to declare his receipts 
as a "capital gain." The rate of 
tax on a "capital gain" is only 25 
per cent and the total tax was 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
below that which he would have 
had to pay on the same amount 
of money classed as "Income."

Usual Cause of Prostatitis 
Is the Gonococcus Germ 


An 
anonymous 
correspondent 


asks for a discussion of disease of 
the prostate gland, its cause, and 
its treatment. This inquiry does not 
make it clear as to what kind of 
disease is meant, but it is assumed 
for purposes of discussion in this 
column that the reader is referring 
to infection. 


First it should be explained that 


the prostate is a male sex gland 
which lies below and behind the 
urinary bladder. The external pas- 
sageways leading from this gland 
are narrow and thus can be easily 
blocked, and the gland, therefore, 
serves as a fine place in which 
certain germs can grow. 
, 


Sudden infection of the prostate 


gland with germs causes an in- 
flammation known as acute prosta- 
titis. The most common cause of 
acute infection is the gonococcus 
which is the cause of gonorrhea, 
although not all cases of acute 
prostatitis are caused by this germ. 


Mixtures of germs or germ in- 


fections of the prostate are fre- 
quent. Germs can reach this gland 
along the urinary passageways or 
they can be carried there by the 
blood stream from infections else- 
where in the body. 


As a general rule, the early 


symptoms of acute infections of the 
prostate are disturbances in urina- 
tion, particularly burning, drib- 
bling or frequency. A feeling of 
fullness in the bladder and pain 
can occur. 


Absolute rest in bed and avoid- 


ance of strain is necessary in the 
presence of acute prostatitis. Large 
amounts of fluids, the application 
of heat, and drugs or foods which 
make the urine alkaline are desir- 
able. A valuable aid in treatment 
is now available in the form of 
the sulfa drugs, penicillin and 
streptomycin. 


Chronic prostatitis is also some- 


times, but not always, caused by 
the gonococcus. Chronic prostatitis 
is likely to become less common 
in the future since the acute in- 
fection which it often follows can 
be treated more successfully now 
than in the past. 


TREATMENT TAKES LONG 


Chronic prostatitis often produces 


few if any symptoms. Some pa- 
tients have only a small amount of 
discharge. Others have urinary 
symptoms similar to those of the 
acute variety but not so sever*. 
Local signs of prostate infection 
may be absent altogether, but the 
infection may cause 
difficulties 


elsewhere in the body such as arth- 
ritis, neuritis, muscle pains of iri- 
tis. 


A long-lasting chronic prostatitis 


is difficult to cure. Treatment con- 
sists in promoting drainage so far 
as possible, prostatic massage, 
heat applications and sometimes 
vaccines or treatment with drugs. 
Whatever tieatment is followed, 
however, may take a long time and 
be discouraging.

The bridge is 
less than 50 feet from the water.

Knockin' 'Em Down 


By STEVE NAGY 


How many times have you re- 


leased a bowling ball, seen it roll 
right over your target on the alley, 
wait expectantly for the 'ball to 
hook into the pockel — but nothing 
happens? 


The 
ball 
generally 
continues 


straight ahead, striking the 3-pin 
and leaving you a clothesline leave 
on the left — usually the 1-2-4 pns. 


This is the result of releasing 


the thumb and fingers ~ from the 
ball at the same time. It is the 
game as putting the ball on a 
shovel and simply pushing it on 
the alley. 


The lack of a hook on the ball 


can come from poor finger ac- 
tion. 


In releasing the ball, remember 


the thumb comes out of the ball 
first at the foul line, then the fin- 
gers take over. 


This finger action is extremely 


important in developing a good 
hook. 


The four fingers impart stuff to 


the ball with a lifting motion as 
the ball is sent out over the foul 
line. Don't twist your wrist. .That 
will not add anything but spin. 


The bowler should be relaxed 


and balanced even though the ac- 
tion is very fast and strenuous. 


This ultimate 'relaxation is the 


result of being comfortable in per- 
forming each of the earlier steps 
in approaching the. foul line.

early today with the jury unable to 
agree whether he had a role in the 
big college sports scandal of two 
years ago. 


The jury of eight men and four 


women, after deliberating more 
than 101/" hours, reported itself 
deadlocked and then was dismissed 
by General Sessions Court Judge 
Saul S. Streit. 
The trial began 


Jan. 14. 


Dist. Atty. Frank S. Hogan has 


not indicated whether he will ask 
for a new trial. 


Spivey, seven-foot center who 


was the top scoring ace of the 
crack University of Kentucky team 
mm 1950-51, issued a 
statement 


through his attorneys saying he 
was "disappointed" that the jury 
did not return a verdict, but was 
"satsfied" that a majority of the 
jurors were for acquittal. 


Denied Fix 


It was learned that the panel had 


deadlocked at 9 to 3 for acquittal. 


Of the 32 players at eight schools 


involved in the college basketball 
scandal, Spivey was the only one 
to stand trial. 
The others either 


pleaded guilty or turned state's 
evidence, but Spivpy steadfastly 
denied ever discussing a "fix" be- 
ore a game or taking a bribe. 
He stood on this denial when he 


went before a New York County 
Manhattan 
grand jury about a 


vcar ago. 
The result was an in- 


dictment charging he lied on both 
xnints. that he had discussed a 
•fix" with gambler Jack West and 
that he had accepted a bribe.

Red's Anti-Semitism Is 
Blow to Party Members 


By JAMES MARLOW 


"WASHINGTON—<tf>—The present 


burst of anti-Semitism behind the 
Iron Curtain probably will drive 
some more Communists out of the 
party here and in Western Europe. 


The traditional reasons for Com- 


munists quitting the party in this 
country have ranged from disillu- 
sioning shock to gradual distaste, 
disagreement, loss of interest and 
final belief communism was a 
humbug. 


Losing Members 


The American party has lost 


members for new reasons in the 
past few years. J. Edgar Hoover, 
FBI chief, lists them this way: 


Increasing awareness of the true, 


conspiratorial nature of commu- 
nism; the congressional investiga- 
tions; and fear of prosecution as 
a result of the conviction of some 
of the top Communists. 


In his most recent statement on 


party membership, made last sum- 
mer, Hoover said there were 24,647 
known Communists, a drop from 
43.217 in 1951. 


It has been estimated that the 


party over the years had more 
than 700,000 members who are 
now ex-Communists. 


Members and fellow travelers 


have been shocked away from the 
party from time to time by some 
Russian move which they seemed 
to believe couldn't happen until it 
did. 


An Example 


For 
example: 
When 
Russia 


signed the nonaggression pact with 
Hitler's Germany in 1939, opening 
the door for World War H. Until 
that moment Russia had posed as 
the bulwark against fascism. 


Others, who kidded themselves 


Russia was the peaceloving nation 
it clamed to be, went out the door 
when the North Korean Commu- 
nists invated South Korea. 


But through the years Russia 


had represented itself as the one 
nation which would not permit 
anti-Semitism. 


The Soviet Constitution of 1936 


gays racial discrimination is a pun- 
ishable crime. 


Now a Policy 


But the stories permitted to come 


out from behind the curtain in re- 
cent months make it clear that 
anti-Semitism has become now a 
policy of the Kremlin. 


Attacks on Jews have begun in 


Eastern Germany, the satellites, 
and in Russia itself. 


It is clear the Russian leaders 


want these events to be known for 
exactly what they are: attacks on 
Jews because they are Jews.

Russian Jet 
Power More 
Than Allies 


PARIS ffi—New information has 


boosted Allied estimates of Rus- 
sia's jet plane strength to 8,000 air- 
craft—3,000 more than American 
military intelligence agents figured 
only a few weeks ago. 


This was revealed Monday night 


by top-ranking U.S. Army officer, 
who said the new information was 
picked up lecently by American 
agents. 


The size of the Atlantic Allies' 


combined jet fleets is a military 
secret but it is believed to be a 
great deal less than the Soviet 
Union's. To counter the Russians 
and their satellites, the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization hopes to 
build eventually an air force of 
4,000 planes. 


The informant said the Russians 


are believed to have a total of 
about 20,000 "high quality" war- 
planes of all types and an air force 
of half a million ,men. 


The Soviets, he added, also have 


stepped up their airbase building 
program all along their western 
frontier and in the European satel- 
lites—Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary and Romania. 


"They have built 7p to 90 bases 


along that frontier, and they are 
stocking them with jet fighters," 
he declared. 


The Western Allies have built or 


are building a string of 95 airfields 
across Europe, including 30 already 
set up in West Germany.
